Stingers of. the Sea | 

Some ,time ago (writes a correspondent) 
I nád enced an uúpleasant shock while 
bathing at Shankill. In an attempt to 


reach deep water J had ta pick my steps — 


over submerged shingle, somewhat rough 
to the feet, so that any fair-sized flat stone 
came as a relief. I was just about to ste” 
on one of these when it moved away side- 
ways, so that the memory of sundry illus- 
trations in comic journals caused me to 
seek hurriedly another stepping-stone. As 
a general rule, however, the bather need 
have no fear of crabs unless he happened 
to encounter one species, rare in these 
waters, the nippers, which attack at sight. 
Perhaps, the worst dangers of the 
shallows is the weever, a small fish with 
sharp, poisonous spines in its back, which 
lies concealed in the sand. These 
creatures inflict painfal wounds on unpre- 
tected feet. Another unpleasant animal is 
the stinging jeliy-fish, fortunately not 
nearly so common as is usually supposed. 
When one of these fish is touched the ceil 
where the contact takes place réleases a 
poisonous sting which may cause severe 
infammation. It is said that many small 
fish shelter a few. inches under jelly-fish, 
their enemies from above and below being 
afraid to attack them in that position. 
The paddler in northern seas may count 
himself lucky that he need not fear the 
octopus, the sting ray, or the man-o’-war. 
Nevertheless, he willbe well. advised. to 
wear shoes on the sands and in the sea if 
only as a protection against the broken 
glass scattered by seaside “hooligans, to 
whom the opportunity of setting up an 
empty bottle as a cock-shy presents an 
irresistible temptation, 


Celbridge 


When a friend who has taken a cottage 
near Celbridge asked me to go and see him 
recently, I-was glad of the opportunity to 
re-visit a place so much associated with 
Swift’and Vahessa. In the grounds of 
the “- Abbey, known in Swift’s time as 
Marlay Abbey, the .bower in which the 
Dean used to sit and read with Esther Van 
Homrigh is still pointed out: It is rather 
curious, by the way, that both the women 
associated with Swift should have borne 
the same Christian name, ‘‘ Esther.’’ The 
‘story of Swift’s angry ride from Dublin 
to Celbridge, after which he flung Father 
Van Homrigh’s letter to Esther Johnston 
before her on the table and strode from the 
room without a word, is one of the best 
known incidents in a stormy and 
passionate career, but the consequences of 
that silent and dramatic accusation seem 
to be peculiarly characteristic of the age 
in which it occurred. It is difficult to 
imagine a modern woman of thirty-seven 
being slain by an angry gésture, yet 
Vanessa died of a broken heart three 
weeks later, a circumstance which seems 
to show that feminine fibre must have been 
considerably weaker two hundred years 
ago than it is to-day. Even our grand- 
mothers took these matters very seriously, 
and, indeed, it might be argued that the 
change has only taken place within the 
past half-century. In Swift's time 
Celbridge was known as Kildrohid, the 
church of the bridge, but it has since 
suffered a peculiar form of anglicisation, 
in which “Kil '” has been altered to 
““Cel,” and the last syllable literally 
translated. 
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y on the steeples of

Youth Hostel Discipline

'The regulations concerning the 
use of sleeping bags are not enforced in 
the Ulster hostels by the wardens, but are 
left to the good taste of each member. 
Here, again, the Scotch hostels are more 
disciplined. - My friend says that on each 
of the two nights he spent at the Inverbeg 
Hestel the warden examined every bed by 
electric torch-light to ensure that everyone 
was using. a. sleeping bag. : 


Stopped Clocks 


There are few things so disconcerting as 
the sight of a public clock, on which one 
usually relies for the correct time, point- 
ing to some misleading hour. This is par- 
ticularly the case in the morning rush into 
the city before the events of the day have 
confirmed the accuracy.of one’s own watch. 
In Belfast I hear that two of the most 
prominent public clocks in the city have 
been a ate out of action. The clock 
outside the Belfast Telegraph office was 
recently in the hands of the painters, and 
the hurrying crowds in Royal avenue con- 
sulted their watches in some alarm when 
they saw the hands’ pointing to whatever 
time suited the immediate convenience of 
the workmen. When the task of recon- 
structing the entrance of the Great 
Northern Railway was started some weeks 
ago, it was found necessary to remove the 
mechanism which drives the clocks both 
inside and outside the station. The outside 
clock in Great Victoria street has not yet 
been restarted, and in order that pas- 
sengers may not be confused by seeing it 
registering an incorrect time, I hear that 
the railway authorities have covered both 
dials with strips of cloth.

It is sufficient to louvk at the geographical 
situation of Czechoslovakia to understand 
that the largest part of her, the old Kingdom 
of Bohemia, is im every sense of the word 
an island practically surrounded by a sea of 
German people. his sea had completely 
swallowed up .all Slavonic races. kindred. to 
the Czechs, which, up to the 11th and 12th 
century, inhabited the preseut provinces.-of 
Saxony and Prussia. Only place names of 
Slavonic origin, such as Dresden, Leipzig, 
Chemnitz, etc., etc., now remain to indicate 
where these races once’ flourished. The 
Czechoslovakia race was the only one which 
defended its country against the many-sided 
onslaught of the German tide, swelling up 
either in a roar of turbulent “violence or by 
the ‘pressure of their cultural influence. For 
more than a thousand yea s they struggled 
against their mighty neighbour. There was 
an gpoch when a Czech ruler was so powerful 
that, beside his rcyal crown, he accepted 
the crown of the German Holy Roman 
Empire, At other times the nation had ‘to 
struggle for its very existence, and im thé 
18th century it was fcreced to fight even for 
the language. |

COMPREHENSIVE report on city play. 
A grounds will be submitted to a meet- 

ing of the Dublin Corporation to be 
held next Monday night. The Corporation's 
resolution asking for a report on its powers 
regarding the closing of streets to traffic 
between certain hours, to give safe recreation 
for children “in areas where no such 
amenities exist,” will be replied to by the 
City Manager. 

In the course of his report he states :—‘ I 
am advised by the Law Agent that the Cor- 
poration have not power to close city streets 
against traffic, excep€ as far as may be neces. 
sary for repairs, etc. I have communicated 
with the Commissioner of the Civic Guard, 
and have been informed that the Guards have 
no statutory powers which would enable 
them to close any street or roadway as a play 
area for children 

“ As the subject is of public interest, it 
may be useful to mention some feature other 


than the legal aspect,’’ continues the report. | 


“ One of these is the preponderating use of 
the streets by children, even where there is 
a playground accommodation conveniently 
available. 


RESULT OF INSPECTION 


“In August, 1934, during the school holi- 
day pi I had a special inspection made 
of playgrounds attached to or adjoming 
twenty-eight Corporation housing schemes. 
This inspection disclosed that out of some 
14,000 children resident in the areas in ques: 
tion use of the playgrounds was being made 
by some 2.000 children, or 14 per cent. of 
the total, while nearly 5,000 were found play- 
ing in the roadways in front of the dwellings. 
At Lourdes road I myself counted thirty-two 
children playing in the street immediately 
outside the railings of the Corporation play- 
ground, while inside there was only an Trish 
terrier 

‘There is another aspect more immediately 
related to central city tenement areas, where 
mothers have a practice of constantly looking 
out of their windows down on the public 
street, and calling to see that their children 
have not strayed away from the front of 
the house. Few voung children, for instance, 
frequent St. Stepheh’s Green, possibly because 
of the risk attendant on. crossing at the 
hottom of Harcourt street, and a like state 
of affairs prevails in many other similar dis- 
tricts. It must be recognised, of course, thai 
many of the parents are not in a position, 
even if willing, to conduct their children to 
the nearest playground, especially when thev 
have had to accompany them to and from 
school. . 

‘On the other hand, Fairview and other 
parks are constantly being used; but parents 
and guardians usually bring the younger 
children to these places 


EXISTING AMENITIES 


‘Further, even if there were legal power 
to close temporarily certain quiet streets for 
use as playgrounds, the residents there would 
have just cause for complaint, owing to the 
resultant broken windows or other damage, 
excessive noise, and general disturbance— 
particularly objectionable in cases of sick- 
ness or death. 

‘Jt nay not generally be known that 
within the existing city boundary there are 
already forty parks, open spaces and play- 
grounds, with an area of 30 acres; In 
addition, in the past three years ninety-five 
open spaces have been provided as play- 
grounds by acquiring derelict sites, on which 
the Corporation has spent over £4,000 to 
clear and level. Further. there are ten play- 
grounds attached to Corporation flat dwelling 
schemes, and a new park at Crumlin is being 
Jaid out, with an area of 76 acres. Arrange- 
nents have now been arrived at which will 
enable the Corporation to take over half of 
Mountjoy square for use asa public recreation 
ground, 


REQUEST TO MINISTER 


“The continuance of the Corporation 
housing schemes will provide additional play- 
grounds in every case, while the lessening of 
density of occupation by removal of slums in 
central areas and transfer of inhabitants 
to suburban districts will diminish the num- 
bers still unprovided with plavgrounde.”’ 

Concluding his report, the City Manager 
states that an immediate improvement would 
be effected if the playgrounds attached to 
the city schools were thrown open after 
school hours. He meastioned in this respect 
that the Department of Education had been 
approached * the Corporation to permit the 
use as a playground of a portion of the very 
‘extensive ground attached to the Model 
Schools, Marlborough street. . This request 
had. been refused; a depuiation had been 
sent to the Minister for Education, who, 
however, could not see his way to accede to 
the request. 


TRAFFIC SIGNALS 


In another report the City Manager deals 
with the provision of automatic light signals 
for the control of traffic in the city, 

The Road Traffic Act (1933), states his re- 
port, empowers the Commissioner of the 
Civic Guard, with the consent of the Minister 
for Local Government and Public Health, to 
make bye-laws for the general regulation and 
control of. traffic. This includes the control 
liv means of mechanical signals. Section 36 
of the Local Government Act (1925) empowers 
the Minister to make regulations prescribing 
the size, shape, colour and character of the 
signs, The same section ‘ requires the 
Council in charge of a road to erect and 
maintain on such road so many of the signs 
as are prescribed by the regulations, and in 
such places’ as shall be nec>ssary to comply 
with same,” 

‘So far as legal power is concerned,” con- 
cluded the report, ' the position of the Cor- 
poration is to carry oat the requirements of 
the Mimster and of the Commissioner of the 
Civic Guaid.”

R many vears the author was a Forest 
Officer in the great forests of the 
Central Provinces, that country where 
all the races of men in India seem te 
meet—Sikhs, Punjabi Mussalmans, mer- 
chants from Bombay, swaggering Mar- 
hattas, and men from Rajamandry, who 
worked their way from the Madras coast 
up the mighty Godaveri River. 

In that rich expanse of country were 
found all the beasts of the other parts 
of the Province’ im those forests, such 
as buffaloes and swamp deer, spotted 
deer and mouse deer, tigers, leopards 
and wild dogs, but. the birds as well. 
Here the two kinds of jungle fowl lived 
together in the same scrub, scratching 
the ground alongside one another. The 
golden «cock of the North, the grey one 
of the Deccan. Where the tall twining 
canes grew there the imperial pigeon 
had its. home and the litle love birds 
nodded and cuddied in the branches. 

Of this land and “its inhabitants, the au- 
thor writes with sympathy. He loved the 
animals more for their interest than for 
their sporting possibilities. Once through 
sheer admiration he let a great bull 
buffalo escape him. Towards the end of 
the book he criticises sharply defects in, 
the administration which seem to him to 
affect the happiness of the jungle men he 
grew to know so:well.

This chapter he calls “Shooting Stalin,” 
and the title is typical of Mr. Abbe’s 
bold and nerveless attitude towards. the 
dictator. Talking nineteen to the dozen, 
he moved remorselessly through the 
dictator’s outer defences. Secretaries 
attempted. to stav his progress. He swept 
them aside with a torrent of finent 
Russian. He felt ‘himself inspired to 
“speak better Russian than I knew.” 
Then, at last—Stalin. “ His private office 
was the longest I have ever seen . . . and 
there he sat behind his desk at the far 
end. I tottered off on the long trail across 
the polished floor. . Stalin picked me up 
the moment I appeared: on the horizon.”

Wwilful Murder: Fifteen True Trials. By

THE appetite for books of gory associa, 

tion is never satisfied, and the output 
of popularly written works on famons 
trials must be now almost as big as the 
output in any department of historical 
writing. 

The surprising thing is that the story 
of such trials as Mr, Logan deals with 
can be repeated again and again, and find 
old readers as well as new. Perhaps that 
fact is not quite so surprising when we 
consider that the Sunday papers of large 
circulation find it profitable to fall back 
upon true stories of murder and mystery 
of the past, or the near past, when the 
supply of current crime stories appears 
to be running-short. 

Mr. Logan’s book is competently done, if 
neither very fresh nor very distinguished.

Mr. Mackenzie does not seem 
to be a particularly peaceful individual, 
and the Greek who “ got a plank wrapped 
round his neck ’’ because he had “a fat 
ugly face ’’ was only one of his countless 
victims, In time he reaches Shanghai, 
Where he had his shoes shined by “a 
general of the Tsar's late army ” ; passes 
from there to Vliadivostock, where he 
gives us the ‘‘ low-down” on the Soviets, 
and then wanders on to Chicago, where 
he meets Capone, “ a stocKky-built man of 
Italian appearance.” For a time he drives 
with a bootleg lorry, and gets involved in 
numerous shootings with rival gangs.

300 WORKERS AFFECTED 


Unless a ‘settlement is arrivedat over 
the week-end, employés of the Sabia 
Clothing Company, 31 Eustace street, 
Dublin, to the number of approximately 
three hundred, will withdraw their labour 
from Monday, next, 

A dispute has arisen out of a notice 
whieh has been given by the directors of 
the company that, “ as from Monday, 12th 
August next, the working system in this 
factory will be changed from time to 
piece-work.’’ The trades unions to which 
the employés belong are opposal to the 
introduction of the piece-work system, in 
a firm where, they say, it has not before 
operated, and are against pidce-work on 
principle, as they maintain that it lends 
itself to “ sweating” and a general 
worsening of the conditions of, employ- 
ment, | 

The three trades unions concerned are 
the National Union of ‘Tailors and 
Garment Workers; the Irish “Garment 
Makers’ Industrial Union, and the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union, 
and the committees of these unions held 
a joint meeting last night at the offices 
of the Garment Makers’ Union, Eustace 
street, at the close of which the following 
statement was issued :— - 

“The Sabin Clothing Company have 
notified. their employes that the present 
system of time rate will be changed to 
that of piece-work as from Monday, 12th 
August next; on the other hand, the 
employés have decided on three occasions 
not to accept the latter. Unless the notice 
is withdrawn a stoppage will take place.

When he ‘returned he found Philbin being 
attended by a doctor at the side of the road 
James O'Driscoll, of Dun Laoghaige, said 
that he was walking on the hill on the same 
day, when he.was suddenly struck on the 
back by what he believed was the handle- 
bar of a bicycle. He was knocked down, and 
when he rose he saw a man lying on the road. 
Dr. Fitzpatrick helped him to remove the 
man to the side of the road, where they 
attended to him. | 

Dr. F. D. Fitzpatrick said that he was 
motoring on the hill when he saw a cyclist 
coming down it at a high’ speed. He heard 
a weak and when he got out of the car 
he saw a mán lying on the road. He helped 
to carry him to the side of the road, and 
sent another rson to telephone for an 
ambulance. e injured man was uncon- 
scious,

Shannon scheme was adopted, in order to 
prepare a Liffey hydro-electric scheme with 
Mr. L. J. Kettle. Recently the Dublin 
Corporation asked him to examine the 
Griffith-Moynihan-Kettle scheme, from its 
aspect as a water supply. His report, 
which was favourable, has been in 
existence for the last two months. Still 
further investigation, however, was 
demanded by the Electricity Supply 
Board, which was not satisfied completely 
at the time that the scheme would suit its 
needs, as an alternative source of supply 
of current, and Professor Meyer Peter, one 
of the four continental experts who 
reported originally on the Shannon 
scheme, was brought into consultation. 
These two gentlemen have now made a 
final, joint—and, as we have said, favour- 
able—report to the Electricity Supply 
‘Board. We may presume, therefore, that 
there will be no further opposition to the 
views of so many responsible engineers. 
The Griffith-Moynihan-Kettle scheme is 
one of those rare undertakings whose 
feasibility, while approved by expert 
opinion, is at the same time apparent to 
the man in the street. Its immediate 
adoption is urged by logic and common- 
sense. The cost is decidedly low for a 
reform of such magnitude; the Shannon 
scheme will be supplemente. so naturally 
that no trouble is likely to occur in regard 
to electric current for many years; and 
Dublin’s water supply will be guaranteed 
indefinitely. 

The essence of the scheme is the 
impounding of Liffey water in a huge, new 
reservoir at Poulaphouca. Thence the 
water will be led to a new service reservoir 
at Belgard Hill, near Clondalkin, and 
from there so distributed as to supply the 
whole northern area of Dublin. The 
supply of drinking water, however, will 
demand less than a fifth of the quantity 
impounded at Poulaphouca; the greater 
part will operate a new electrical power 
station, whose duty will be to supply all 
the region that is supplied at present by 
the Pigeon House steam station—and a 
great deal more. Thoroughness is the 
scheme’s principal advantage. There are 
other means by which Dublin’s need of an 
improved water supply—a need which has 
become dangerously insistent, and is more 
formidable every year—could be satisfied ; 
and the electrical supply could be increased 
by further development of the Shannon 
scheme and by the continued use of the 
Pigeon House station. There is, however, 
no other means by which these ends can be 
served so thoroughly and so cheaply. 
Even if the Electricity Supply Board 
should reject the experts’ findings—which 
is exceedingly improbable—the Poula- 
phouca reservoir still would provide by far 
the most satisfactory source of water 
supply for Dublin. Viewed separately, 
the proposals to use the Liffey for a water 
supply and to use it as a generator of 
current are eminently worthy of adoption. 
Viewed together, as they have been con- 
sidered by all engineers, the arguments in 
their favour are impregnable. The 
existence of so useful a catchment area 
in the neighbourhood of Dublin is a 
blessing that most cities would be glad to 
possess; and it is a standing wonder that 
the adoption of a scheme which solves so 
many difficulties at one stroke has been 
deferred so long. Happily, no shadow of 
excuse remains for any further postpone- 
ment. 

It is not unreasonable to infer from Pro- 
fessor Meyer Peter's endorsement of the 
Liffey scheme that he is disappointed in 
the Shannon. Ten years ago it was under- 
stood that the full development of the 
Shannon scheme would fulfil the Free 
State’s electrical needs, for all practical 
purposes, for ever. The experience of 
those years has shown that the experts 
were optimistic. Not only has the demand 
for current increased more rapidly than 
anybody expected, but it appears that the 
effect of an abnormally dry summer had 
not received full consideration. In a word, 
there is grave doubt to-day whether any 
more money ought to be spent on the de- 
velopment of the Shannon. Infinitely more 
logical is the present proposal—to leave 
the Shannon scheme where it stands at 
present, supplying current to all parts of 
the twenty-six counties outside the Dublin 
area, and to proceed at once with the de- 
velopment of the Liffey. We do not know 
the secret minds either of the Dublin 
Corporation or of the Electricity Supply 
Board ; but we have not the slightest doubt 
that they are convinced already by the 
weight of evidence, and will accept the 
logical course without further hesitation. 
As we understand, the only matter in dis- 
pute is the division of the expenditure. Is 
the Cor... xtion or the E.8.B. to bear the 
cost of the ~mbankment at Poulaphouca 
create the huge parent 
reservoir? The suggestion, made in our 
columns to-day, is that the E.8.B., inas- 
much as some four-fifths of the water will 
be devoted to its purposes, ought to bear 
that particular expense, while all the other 
works of construction—conduits, sub- 
sidiary reservoirs, and the like—which 
will be necessary for the distribution of 
potable water will be provided from the 
Corporation’s pocket. However it may be 
arranged, the division of expense is not a 
serious obstacle.

The position of Danzig constitutes 
one of the major problems» of post-war 
Europe. When the World War ended, and 
the ancient Kingdom of Poland was re- 
stored as a Republic, the Poles very 
naturally made a bold bid for the old 
Hanseatic city of Danzig, _They demanded 
above all else an outlet to the sea, and took 
the view that Danzig, with its age-old 
tradition of commercial prosperity, con- 
stituted their natural port, As Danzig 
is almost entirely a German city, Messrs. 
Wilson and Lloyd George strove against 
the Polish claim, with the result that the 
inevitable compromise was arranged. The 
egregious “ corridor ” was formed, and 
Danzig was created a Free City. In order 
to placate the Poles the city was included 
in the Polish Customs system. Further- 
more, it was arranged that Danzig’s repre- 
sentation abroad should be in the hands of 
the Polish Foreign Office; but the city 
itself was placed under the tutelage of the 
League of Nations, whose High Commis- 
sioner was installed in the ancient castle 
of the Dukes. From the beginning the 
relations between Germans and Poles in 
Danzig were unsatisfactory. The Germans, 
who constituted the mercantile aristocracy 
of the city, resented bitterly the position 
of the Poles, while the latter, not to be 
outdone in bitterness, resolved to do as 
much damage as possible to Danzig’s trade. 


the little fishing village of Gdingen into a 
first-rate modern port, known now as 
Gdynia, and deliberately set out to divert 
Danzig’s vast entrepét trade to the new 
port. The advent of the Nazi Party, and 
the emergence of Herr Greiser as President 
of the Danzig Senate, did not tend to im- 
prove matters, and, although the German 
Government made a ten years’ pact of 
peace with Warsaw, the Danzig situation 
became worse instead of better. There is 
no doubt that the growth of Gdynia has 
done enormous harm to Danzig’s trade ; 
but the Danzigers are an independent and 
stiff-necked people, who are inordinately 
proud of their city’s history. They 
certainly will not be coerced into political 
union with Poland; on the contrary, the 
attitude of the Polish authorities merely 
has been playing into Herr Hitler's hands. 
Sooner or later—and probably sooner 
rather than later—the situation in Danzig 
will become critical. The Free City. con- 
stitutes the key to the whole problem of 
the Polish ‘‘ corridor,’’ and nobody who 
has the slightest knowledge of German- 
Polish affairs believes for a moment that 
the existing position can be stabilised.

The Pest Problem 


When one tries to improve on Nature 
the results sometimes are a little dis- 
appointing. Many years ago, for instance, 
the thrifty farmers of Aberdeenshire 
found that wild birds and other pests were 
causing great damage to their crops, and 
they decided that drastic steps would have 
to be taken in the matter. An “ Agricul- 
tural Pests Extermination Committee ”’ 
was set up, and it went about its work 
with vigour. Confining its activities 
mainly to rooks—which were held to be 
the chief cause of the trouble—it carried 
the campaign to such lengths that seventy 
thousand to eighty thousand rooks are 
killed in Aberdeenshire every year. 
According to theory, the crops now should 
be in a magnificent condition, but. 
actually, they are not. The Scottish 
Society for the Protection of Wild Birds, 
a trifle shocked by the news of the annual 
massacre, decided. to find out for itself 
what effect the absence of the '' pests’’ 
was having on the condition of the crops. 


in Aberdeenshire, and it has been found 
that their yield per acre is actually less 
than the yield in other Scottish counties, 
which do not organise campaigns of this 
kind. Is it possible, then, that the whole 
idea is mistaken, and that the rook, 
although he raids the er's fields; may 
not be such an enemy as \Aberdeen thinks 
him to be? He may help himself tc oats 
and barley in too lavish a manner. but, at 


enormous appetite—it can be satisfied only 
by a varied menu. He is no vegetarian. 
and turns his attention to grubs and 
insects with quite as much enthusiasm as 
to cereals. Left to themselves, these 
smaller pests would over-run the crops, 
and there is reason to think that many 
of the birds and animals which we regard 
as a nuisance are, in reality, doing 
valuable police-work for us. If they have 
rather too generous ideas about their 
wages, at least they do something to earn 
them.

The great, tree-shaded enclosure at 
Ballsbridge resembled Ascot in brilliance 
of the womenfolk’s attire and in the 
dignity of the crowds’ slow movements. 
In the Viceregal box, where Mr. de Valera 
sat with his Ministers, the Diplomatic 
Corps, and the leaders of the Royal Dublin 
Society, the Aga Khan’s big challenge cup 
gleamed golden in the bright sunshine of 
the afternoon. Around this cup centred 
a splendid pageant, and Jater a thrilling 
battle, as four nations eagerly sought to 
possess it, 

Successively the teams paraded before 
the grand stand, to halt in white-gloved 
salute as the Free State Army’s premicr | 
band (‘‘in special attendance,’’ said the 
programme, “ by direction of the Chief of 
Staff and officers of the Army, to honour 
the countries represented’’) played each 
National Anthem. First came the Nether- 
lands team, in black tunics, and breeches 
with blue and red facings, and silently 
faced the Viceregal box for the Anthem.

Count Preysing, Bishop of Berlin, with 
whom the situation was discussed. 
To-day the Vatican newspaper, Osserva- 
tore Romano, publishes an inspired article 
written in the style of the Pope himself 
which returns to the attack on German 
methods of sterilisation and, in particular, 
on the recent speech of Dr. Frick, the 
Minister of the Interior, against Catholics. 
The ‘article states: ‘Slavery is 
execrable, not only. when it makes man a 
chattel, but when it makes him a sterile 
brute.”’ 
With regard to Dr. Frick’s statement 
that the Vatican might eventually change 
its outworn ideas about sterilisation, even 
as it did its opposition to the views of 
Copernicus and Galileo, the Osservatore 
Romano replies: “ To Dr. Frick’s remarks 
that not even the Vatican will be able to 
contest that the earth revolves round the 
sun, it is only necessary to recall that the 
one man to contest it to-day is the German 
Einstein. 


| BASED ON MATERIALISM 


“The doctrine of heredity as is pre- 
tific knowledge’ and sterilisation is not 
the only method of making heredity 
effective.’’ 

The -article proceeds to state that the 
Catholic Church preaches ‘‘ the noble 
virtue of remunciation.

HEAVY DEBT OF 
GERMANY 


£1,500,000,000 OWED

Germany now owes at home and abroad 
between 18 and°19 milliard marks, or 
about £1,500,000,000 at the official ruling 
rate. This is the deduction which may 
be drawn from careful estimates, coupled 
with official figures, which are published 
here to-night 3 
The Ministry of Finance states that 
Germany’s consolidated debts on June 
30th last amounted to 8,541,000,000 marks, 
to which must be added the debts in 
foreign currencies, including the Dawes 
and Young Loans, amounting to 
1,724,000,000 marks. 

The. consolidated debts thus amount to 
10.265,000,000 marks. 

The floating debt on the same date had 
reached 2,903,000,000 marks. 

Other debts to be added to the two latter 
amounts are 913,000,000 marks, plus 
547,000,000 marks, tax credit certificates 
given to the Reichsbank as security for 
the work-creating programme, and, in 
addition, the sums spent on preliminary 
work-creating schemes and Germany's re- 
armament. 3 

Figures for the two latter debts are not 
given officially, but unofficial financial ex- 
perts here estimate the expenditure for 
the pré'iminary financing of the works’ 
programme at 2,000,000,000 marks—which 
so far have not been consolidated—and the 
cost of rearming Germany so far at 
2,250,009,000 marks. 

A fair estimate of the total indebted- 
ness of the Reich thus seems to be roughly 
18,878 million marks.

FTER ‘creating a record for the first 

stage of his flight as far as Cairo, 

Mr. T. Campbell Black this mormng 

decided to abandon his attempt to fly to 

Cape Town in thirty-six hours, and he is 
returning to London. 

Mr. Black told Reuter in an interview 
that his ‘plane had developed engine 
trouble, and that he was afraid that one 
of the engines would have to be over- 
hauled, 

‘*T noticed that the feed pump was not 
working satisfactorily some ninety minutes 
before reaching Cairo,”’ he said. 

‘The damage could, of course, be re- 
paired here, and I could proceed after a 
few hours without hampering my attempt 
on the record, but I want to keep to my 
prepared schedule.” 

He added that he had decided to return 
to London by easy stages. ‘“‘I intend to 
attempt the flight again very shortly,’’ he 
declared. 

Mr. Black landed here this morning 
after having covered the 2,240 miles 
separating Hatficld and Cairo in 11 hours 
and 18 minutes. The next stop was to 
have been Kisumu, in Kenya. 

The ’plane in which he and Mr: J. H. 
G. McArthur, as second pilot, are flying 
is a D. Hs Comet. . They were hoping not 
only to reach the Cape in thirty-six hours, 
but also to be back in England again 
within five days. 

The present record for the flight from 
England to Cape Town is held by Mrs. 
Mollison, who made the trip im four days 
six hours and fiftv-four.minutes in Decem- 
ber, 1932. Mr. Black was aiming to beat 
this record by a large margin, his neces- 
sary overall speed for the 7,300 miles of 
the flight being some 200 miles per hour, 
including the stops at Cairo and Kisumu.

The number of applications so far re- 
ceived totals several thousands, and an 
extra staff has had to be employed at the 
Consulate to cope with the current work. 

Tho applications do not come only from 
Germany. Many have been received from 
Britain, Poland, Sweden, Czechoslovakia 
and other countries, while one is from a 
responsible resident of the Gold Coast. He 
declares that he can put at the disposal 
of the Abyssinians within a week ten 
thousand men and one hundred native 
girls to act as “ Black Cross ' ambulance 
workers. 

All the applications are being refused, 
because, apart from political reasons, it is 
felt that many Europeans are unsuited for 
the physical conditions, _

ROYAL AIR FORCE amphibian fly- 

ing boat collided off Calshot yester- 

day with a 6-metre yacht which was re- 

turning from. Cowes Regatta. The flying 

boat was taking off from the water when 

it struck the mast of the yaeht, The 

Dragon, which is owned by Mr. H. F. 
Edwards. 

The mast was snapped off close to the 
deck, and fell, with the sails, into the 
sea. The machine was undamaged, except 
for one wing, and, the pilot was able to 
alight safely on the water. 

Motor launches rushed out from Calshot 
Air Station’ to lend assistance, and found 
that the occupants of the flying boat and 
of the yacht had all escaped serious 
injury. 


EYE-WITNESS’S STATEMENT 


The flying boat was able to taxi into the 
air station, and a launch took the yacht 
in tow to Calshot and then to Hamble. 

An eye-witness of the collision was 
Captain D. H. MacMillan, Hydrographi- 
cal Surveyor to Southampton Harbour 
Board, who was in the Harbour Board 
launch a few hundred yards away. 

In the collision the gear of the yacht 
was torn away. he said, but the yacht 
managed to,right herself. The mast had 
snapped off. about: three or four feet from 
the deck, and the sails were in the water. 

The ’plane managed to land the right 
side up, and shortly afterwards taxied 
back to Calshot. 

“IT immediately signalled to Calshot 
advising them to send a doctor, and put 
on full speed and made for the yacht. 
There was no one visible until I arrived, 
and then I found that the only oceupants 
were a man named Jupe and a boy. The 
boy was unhurt, but the man had bruises 
on his arms and neck, and appeared to be 
badly shaken. 

“I rendered first aid, and thev were 
then towed into Calshot.”” The Dragon 
had been taking part in the day’s racing 
at Cowes, and was on her way back to 
Hamble when the collision occurred.

In the course of this afternoon’s gather- 
ing M. Laval particularly commended the 
attitude adopted by the Sub-Prefects of 
Brest and Toulon during. the disturbances 
in their towns and publicly congratulated 
them. |

O’Brien, who held the rank of Com- 
mandant in the Free State Army, and is 
34 years of age, was convicted after a 
second trial on June 27th, of the murder 
of his brother-in-law, John Stokes, an 
official of the Department of Education, 
by shooting him with a revolver. The 
Court of Ceiminal Appeal subsequently 
rejected an application for leave to appeal 
against the decision. Next Wednesday 
had been fixed as the date of the 
execution.

FURTHER QUOTA ORDER 


A further order. under the Control of 
Imports Act, 1934, in connection with the

As previously, announced, final decisions by 
the Electricity Supply Board and the Corpora- 
tion have only awaited the final report of 
Professor Myer Teter, one of the four European 
experts who examined and. reported to the 
Government on the original Shannon scheme, 
and Herr Buchi—who co-operated with Mr. 
Kettle in preparing one of the Liffey schemes 
submitted to the Oireachtas prior to the adop- 
tion of the Shannon undertaking. Some months 
ago Herr Buchi reported favourably to the 
Corporation on the Poulaphouca. project, but 
further research was then stated to be neces- 
sary to satisfy the Electricity Supply Board 
upon the power-production aspect of the joint 
undertaking. 


GRIFFITH-MOYNIHAN 
SCHEME 


As the result of these further investigations 
Herr Buchi and Professor Myer Peter have now 
made a final report to the Electricity Supply 
Board, in, which, subject te reservations of 
some points of detail, they recommend the 
adoption of the joint proposals of Sir John 
Grifith, Mr. Moynihan, the Citv Engineer, 
and Mr. Kettle, for the utilisation of the 
Liffey for both power and water supply 
Services 

It is understood that the report will be

other case in which the natural configuration 
of the area and its se formation 
would permit of impoueding a 5,000-acre lake 
as the result of constructing an embankment 
about 200 feet wide and 100 feet high. He 
found it difficult to understand why such 
natural conditions were not taken gpm. 
of when the Vartry scheme was adopted, 
Had Sir John Grey and his advisers been 
able to foresee to-day’s demands for water 
he had no doubt that the Poulaphouca dam 
would have been built sixty years ago. 

His view was that the whole hydro- 
electric and water supply scheme now pro- 
posed should be completed in two, or at the 
outside three years from its initiation. While 
certain preliminary works might possibly be 
¢arried out by direct labour, he was quite 
convinced that the services of competent con- 
tractors would be necessary to expedite 
operations and keep the cost of the under:

matured birds,

numerous. Over 100 foxes were trapped by 
an expert during the months of April, May 
and June under the auspices of the North of 
“ireland Game Protection Society, so that the 
mountai.. range from Ballycastle to Glenarm 
has been safe for grouse and other game.

Sixty-six sheep, transported by beat 
from Moville, in the Irish Free State, 
across six miles of Lough Foyle to 
Magilligan Strand, Co. Londonderry, were 
left grazing in the charge of a young farm 
labourer. 


The suspicions of the police were 
aroused, and last night at Limavady 
James Bradley, of Carnagarve, Co. 


Donegal, was charged with being know- 
ingly concerned in the importation of the 
sheep for the purpose of evading the pay- 
ment of Customs duties. : 

A policeman said that Bradley, in a 
statement, admitted being concerned in 
bringing the sheep from Moville in a boat. 
The men landed at Magilligan between 3 
and 4 o’c. on Thursday morning and drove 
the animals up the sand and left them in 
the rough ground. He was left in charge 
of them with instructions that they were 
to be loaded on lorries which would call 
for them, 

Mr. Hanna, the magistrate, said that it 
was a most flagrant case of smuggling, 
but Bradley was only a scapegoat, and the 
real villain was not before the Court. He 
would be fined £200 or in default one 
month’s imprisonment. - 

His counsel appealed for leniency, and 
said that Bradley was only a labouring 
boy, not yet twenty, and the eldest of a 
family of six, more or less dependent on 
him. He had been asked to give a hand 
in the shipping of the sheep, and, employ- 
ment being scarce, he took the job. He 
was only a very subordinate agent.

R. GARETH JONES, the kidnapped 
British journalist, was seen last 


night. and is alive and well, according to 


a report received by the British Embassy 
here from a Chinese official source. 

There is now hope that Mr. Jones may 
be released very shortly, according to 


official telegrams frem Jehol City, -im 


Japanese-controlled territory. 

These. messages add that the bandits 
holding Mr. Jones are in Jehol Province, 
and that the Japanese military authorities 
are aware of his location’ and have made 
contact with the bandits. 

The Chinese report comes from Kalgan, 
on the southern border of Chahar. It 
states that the Kalgan authorities have 
been informed by their agents in contact 
with the kidnappers that an enrissary 
saw Mr. Jones last night. The place is 
given as some miles south-east of Ku 
Yuan. This appears to place him on the 
Chahar-Jehol frontier, which, it is stated, 
is not clearly defined in some parts. 

This is the first direct news received of 
Mr. Jones since he and Dr. Mueller, the 
German Resident Correspondent, parted 
company soon after their capture. Dr. 
Mueller was @eleased on parole, and came 
here to assist the negotiations. for the 
release of Mr. Jones.

CHAMONIX, friday. 


A series of accidents has occurred in the 
past few days on the Mont Blanc massif, 
but no British climbers have been involved. 
A snow bridge on the Aiguille yerte 
collapsed under the weight of two Swiss, 
named Blanc and Vuillemer, just as they 
were arriving at the summit. Vuillemer 
was buried and killed, but Blanc was, un- 
hurt. 

A Belgian tourist, named Marcel Merlin, 
sustained a fracture of the skull when a 
stone crashed on his head while he was 
climbimg*the Aiguille du Gouter. 

Madame Besson, wife of the French 
General, broke her leg during a ‘recent 
climb, 

A Parisian tourist, M..Clapes, ascend- 
ing the northern face of the Aiguille du 
Chatdonnet with a guide, slipped and 
dragged down the guide with him. After 
they had fallen 150 feet the rope commtect- 
ing them caught on a rock, leaving the 
tourist and the guide in-the air on either 
side of the rock. 

A Czech climber, named Forstlechner, 
has been missing since he left the 
Couvercle hut on Wednesday, and no news 
has been received of another climber, 
named Camere, .who left the Torino hut to 
climb Mont Blanc by a roundabout route. 


THE MONSELL OF 
TERVOE SHRINE 


RECOVERED AFTER 
FIFTY YEARS

Through the courtesy of Commander Mon- 
sell, R.N., of .-Tervoe, Clarina, County 
Limerick, the National Museum has now 
secured, ‘‘on unlimited loan.” the ‘shrine 
known as “the Monsell. of Tervoe -Shrine.’’ 
This was believed to have been lost fer the 


last fifty years or so 


The late Right Hon. William Monsell, of 
Tervoe, County Limerick (afterwards Lord 
Emly), in all probability acquired the shrine 
in the ‘sixties of the nineteehth century, at 
the same time at. which his brother-in-law, 
the late Lord. Dunraven, built up his famous 
collection and began to collect material for 
his classical book, ‘‘Early Irish Architec- 
ture." Whence the shrine came is not 
known, but it is quite possible that it had 
something to do with the ancient diocese of 
Limerick. In ‘ariy’ case, failing any clear 
ascription to any etclesiastic site, it is 
best to call the shrine by the name of .the 
family to’ which it belongs—the Monsells of 
Tervoe. 

In 1871 the shrine was exhibited on loan to 
the Royal Lrish Academy, and it was returned 
to its owner early in 1872. Simce then every 
trace of it. was lost, and in the end Irish 
antiquarians gave up the hope that it would 
turn up again. Lord Emly’s nephew, Com- 
mander Monsell, R.N.. of Tervoe, Clarina, 
County Limerick, started a diligent searc for 
the heirloom when ou his Irish demesne Jas 
June, and succeeded in finding. the object. 
On representations by the President of the 
Thamond Artélaological Society (Mr. J. N. A. 
Wallace, of Limerick), he generously con- 
sented to deposit the shrine on unlimited loan 
in thé National Museum of Ireland, where i 
will now take its due place of honour among 
the other relics of the Karly Christian period. 


EIGHTH CENTURY SPECIMEN 


It is a small shrine, 4) inches long, H 
inches wide and 3j inches high. consisting o 
a lower and upper portion of yew wood, 
which are eovered with ornamental metal 
plates on the front only. There does not 
appear to have ever been anv similar encabinig 
of the wooden box on the other sides, but all 
the edges are protected by fluted bars of 
bronze, fastened to the wood by pins. “Fhe 
shrigé opened by hinges, the present anes, 
though, being hardly the original hinges, . - 
The most attractive features are the orna- 
mentation.on the front. oí the lower part and 
roof and the ridge pole surmounting the roof. 
This ornamentation was originally gilt, as 1s 
the case with virtually all similar objects, and 
the ornament discs, which are mounted sepa- 
rately, have been enamelled, with large een- 
tral bosses of amber. enamel or rock crystal. 
The animal heads of the ridge pole and its 
central mounting, too, had heen enamelled, 

In spite of the fact that all the enamel.and 
inlay are now gone, the shrine is still a most 


| graceful aud attractive masterpiece of eighth 


century art, betraying the full vigour of the 
Celtic artistic genius of the period imme- 
diately antedating the impact with the Viking 
world. 

Commander Monself is to be congratulated 
on his magnanimous «decision to deposit this 
precious little object in the National collee- 
tion. !
